OHIO AND WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS. 


The Strike Situation in New York 
and C hicago—The Stockyards 
Trouble Not Ended.

D IS T U R B E D L A B O R . 


A B e lie f T h a t th e S to c k .y a rd T ro u b le w ill 
E x te n d . 
Chicago, A ugust 27th.—T he rum or that 
the striking stoek-yards sw itchm en had re­ 
pented of th eir baste and asked to be taken 
back by the Sw itching A ssociation a t the 
old rate of wages is untrue. 
T he roads 
have dissolved their Sw itching Association 
and declared th e strikers discharged, and 
say th at each road w ill hereafter do its own 
sw itching. 
I t is now a question w hether 
the em ployes of the different roads will 
agree to' take the places of the strikers who 
form erly composed the Sw itching Associa­ 
tion. 
8honld the railroad m en 
refuse, 
every road entering Chicago m ay be tied up 
before forty-eight hours. 
A t the stock yards this m orning, while 
the business is not at a standstill, operations 
are not being condncted w ith their form er 
facility. T he engines, except those of the 
Lake Shore Road, are m anned w ith officials 
of the respective com panies. 
A il the pack- 
iDg-houses are killing to-day. 
T here seems to be a difference of opinion 
as to w hether the Sw itching Association is 
dissolved. Its Secretary and M anager assert 
th at it has not disbanded, w hile the officials 
of the Illinois Central R ailroad say it has. 
T he striking sw itchm en are m arking 
every car th at leaves the yards w ith á 
private m ark, and they claim to believe it 
will not be handled by regular m en of the 
various roads. 
Chicago, A ugust 27th. — T he general 
m anagers of all the roads centering in 
Chicago were in session nearly all day dis­ 
cussing the strike 
of 
the 
Stockyards’ 
Sw itching A ssociation. 
T he m ost positive 
action taken during the day was the adop­ 
tion of two resolutions touching on kindred 
subjects. 
T he first declared th at UDder no 
circum stances w ould the dem ands of the 
striking sw itchm en for increased pay be 
granted, and the second re-em phasized the 
action of roads dissolving the Sw itching 
Association. T he Sw itching Association, 
w hile it m ay have been held in abeyance 
up to this tim e, now certainly is dissolved 
and it is hoped by the general m anagers 
th at this w ill offer a speedy solution of the 
strike, as the roads are doing th eir own 
sw itching. 
Considerable tim e was consum ed in dis­ 
cussion and the adoption of certain needful 
regulations, to control the interchange of 
freight traffic. 
T he general m anagers de­ 
clared their action in regard to the strike to 
be final, and adjourned sine die. 
PLAYED THEIR LAST CARD. 
N ew Y ork, A ugust 27th.—The K nights 
of Labor have played their last card against 
the New Y ork Central. 
A ll they can do 
now is to aw ait the result. 
By to-night 
they will have called out every m an who 
owes them allegiance, and the strike will 
be enforced as strongly as an organization 
can enforce it. 
T he railroad officials laugh 
at the efforts of Pow derly to tie up the road 
and say they are m anaging their business 
better than ever, notw ithstanding theshout- 
ing of the strikers. 
THE ALTON ROAD. 
Chicago, A ugust 27th.—The strike of the 
sw itchm en on the A lton R ailroad con­ 
tinues. 
T his m orning the engineers and 
firem en decided not to go out in support of 
the sw itchm en. 
Later in the day a n u m ­ 
ber of non-uoion sw itchm en were secured 
and set to w ork under police protection. 
STILL ANOTHER. 


C hicago. A ugust 27th.—It is rum ored 
this m orning th at sw itchm en on the P itts­ 
burg, F o rt W ayne and Chicago road have 
struck. 
LABOR DAY. 
J efferson City (Me.), A ugust 27th.— 
G overnor Francis has refused to proclaim 
Septem ber 1st, or Labor Day, a public holi­ 
day. 
H e says his refusal is the only alter­ 
native he has under the laws of the State. 


P O W D E R L Y SCO R ED . 


C h ief E n g in e e r A r th u r 
G oes fo r 
th e 
M a ste r W o rk m a n . 
N ew Y ork, August 27th.—The letter 
given below was written by P. M. Arthur, 
Chief Engineer of the Grand International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, to 
the engineers of the Third avenue elevated 
road. The letter is in response to a letter 
on the subject of the Central strike, and is 
the first utteiance of Arthur which lullyde- 
fines his position towards the Central 
strikers and the Knights of Labor. T he 
letter is as follows: 
Cleveland (O.), August 23d. 
7b B. II Holman—D ear Sir and B rother: 
Your letter of the 23d Inst., with Powderly’s 
letter and other clippings from the New York 
p p.irs inclosed, has been received. In reply I 
will say that I have not received any letter 
from Powoerly. He claims to have written me 
a private letter on the trouble, and wants me to 
define my position. If he considers his letier 
that appeared in the newspapers a private one 
I do not, nor will 1 answer letters that reach me 
in that way. It is unnecessary for Powderly or 
any one else to ask me define the position of ihe 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers in the 
pre-out trouble on the New Y'ork Central. The 
policy of the Brotherhood is well known to him 
and the public, ss it has been repeatedly ex­ 
plained from the public platform aud pub­ 
lished in the newspapers. 
He says: "Sometime ago I telegraphed him 
for a meeting—that I would meet him in Cleve­ 
land—and when 1 arrived theie I could not 
find him high or low. I learned that the mes 
sage had been received by him. but couldn't 
locate him." Now, the facts in the ease, as 
near as I cau recollect are these: Some years 
ago I received a telegram from Powderly re­ 
questing me to meet him at the Union dep it in 
Cleveland on the arrival of a certain train on 
the Lake Shore road. 
Owing to my absence 
from my office I did not receive the message 
until atter the departure ol the train and so in­ 
formed him by letter, aduressing it to him at 
Scranton. I do not believe he slopped over 
aud looked for me. If be had he would have 
had no difficulty in finding me at my office, or 
at my home, as I am always at one or the other 
when in Cleveland. 
He tells a willful falsehood when he says the 
other leaders were unable to find me when 
they tried to do so. 
Any man who tries to find 
me when I am in Cleveland cau do so with very 
little expense, and no man, whether leader or 
private In the ranks of labor, ever came to my 
office that he was not treated courteously. 
While 1 differ with men as to the best meth­ 
ods to be employed to secure a certain end, I 
always have been liberal enough to concede to 
every man the same rights and privileges I ask 
for myself. 
When the present trouble on the New York 
Central first occurred I advised the engineers to 
abstain from all participation in it and attend 
strictly to their own business. 
I gave the same 
advice when the strike occurred on the Gould 
system a few years ago. 
My advice to Brother­ 
hood engii eers when men employed in other 
branches of the railroad service have been on a 
strike, was to mind their own busiuess and not 
to do anything that did Dot properly belong to 
them as engineers. 
Can Powderly say the 
same? I think not. Whenever the engineer» 
have been on a strike we never asked any other 
labor organization to assist us. It is true, some 
members of the Order, during the Chicago. Bur­ 
lington aud Quincy strike, importuned the 
switchmen to quit, but they did it on their own 
responsibility, not by authority of the organiza 
tion. 
t onscquent y, I hold that we rre perfectly 
justified in maintaining a strictly neutral posi­ 
tion when others are engaged in conflict with 
their employers. Powderly accuses members ot 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers of 
taking the places ot striking firemen. If this is 
true, the division of which they are members 
will deal with them. !t is not within the 
province ot mv authority to deal with individ­ 
ual members ’ I wonder it- Powderly had the 
Knights expelled who took the places of our 
men on the Cnirago, Burlington and Quincy?

A N O T H E R T R IU M P H . 


T h e N ew C ru ise r b an F ra n c isc o G oes 
B e tte r T h a n N in e te e n K n o ts. 
S anta B arbara, A ugust 27th.—T he offi­ 
cial trial of the new cruiser San Francisco 
occurred in Santa B arbara channel this 
m orning, and resulted in a successful run 
of over four consecutive hours, during 
w hich tim e th e cruiser m ade an average 
speed of 19 51 knots per hour and won a 
prem ium of $100.000 for her builders, the 
U nion Iron W orks of San Francisco. 
T he cruiser left h er anchorage at an 
early b o ar this m orning and 
steam ed 
about ten m iles south of the southern 
lim it of the trial course. She tiren turned 
and steam ed tow ard the conrse and gradu­ 
ally increased her speed. She crossed the 
southern boundary line of the course at 
7:41, and at th at tim e her engines were 
m aking 124 revolutions per m inute. 
T he first four m iles of the tu n wa9 m ade 
in a little over twelve m inutes, and this 
rate of speed was m aintained until the end 
of the forty-ninth m ile was reached. 
T he tim e consum ed in running the forty 
m iles was J honrs I m inute and 13 seconds, 
m aking an average rate of speed of 19.8 
knots. 
The cruiser then m ade a long tu rn w ith­ 
out slackening her speed at all, and in 
abont fifteen m inutes she entered the coarse 
again. 
D uring the return trip the w ater got into 
the ducts w hich supply the current o f air 
used in the forced draft, and the fans con­ 
sequently com m enced to force w ater into 
the furnaces. 
I t was, therefore, necessary 
to stop the fans for several m inutes u n til 
the w ater could be pum ped out of the 
ducts, and by doing this the steam ran 
down for a tim e. 
Irving M. Scott, G eneral M anager of the 
U nion Iron W orks, and other representa­ 
tives of the builders, claim th at a delay of 
fully four m inutes was caused by this acci­ 
dent. 
T he cruiser m ade the last forty m iles in 
2 hours, 4 m inutes and 44 seconds, m aking 
a total for the w hole run of 4 hoars, 5 m in ­ 
utes and 57 seconds, or an average speed of 
19 51 knots. 
T he m axim um revolutions during the 
trial was 131 and the general average from 
126 to 128. 
ANOTHER account. 


Santa Barbara, A ugust 27th.—T he new 
cruiser San Francisco gave a splendid per­ 
form ance on her official trial trip in Santa 
B arbara channel this morniDg. 
T he trial 
was m ade under the m ost favorable cir­ 
cum stances, so far as the w eather was con­ 
cerned. 
T he slightest kind of a breeze was 
blowing, and except in the vicinity of Point 
Conception the waters of the channel were 
as quiet as those of a sm all lake. 
T he average speed of the San Francisco 
was 19 15 knots per hour. 
It is generally believed that her speed 
would have been greater than this bad it 
not been for an 
unfortunate accident 
w hich occurred during the progress of 
the trial. 
T he w ater got into one of 
cham bers through w hich a current of air 
is fanDed into the furnaces tor the purpose 
of producing forced draft. 
C onsequently 
the water w as being torced into the ashpan 
and then into the fire, and it was necessary 
to stop one of the fans for som e tim e, until 
the cham ber coaid be cleared of the water. 
W hen the fan was stopped the draft was 
accordingly sh u t off to a certain extent, 
and the steam ran down, w hich caused a 
considerable los* of power for som e tim e. 
It is estim ated th at the tim e lost by this 
accident am ounted to four m inutes, which, 
if it could have been allowed to the San 
Francisco’s credit, would have given her an 
average speed of 19.83 knots. 
H ow ever, her m axim um 
speed 
was 
over tw enty knots, and the average speed 
actually m ade entitles her to a prem ium of 
$100,000, and it is not probable th at a n ­ 
other trial will be held. 
T he coast survey steam ers H assler and 
M cA rthur acted as stake boats. 
The San Francisco got under way about 
5 o’clock this m orning and steam ed in a 
southeasterly direction about ten m iles be­ 
low the southern end of the course. She 
then turned and 
started 
tow ards 
the 
course, gradually increasing her speed. 
A t 7:41 the San Francisco entered the 
conrse and started on her long, hard run 
of four hours. 
N o tw ith stan d in g the terrific rate of 
speed w hich she bad already attained, the 
cruiser was perfectly steady, there being not 
the slightest roll or pitch perceptible. 
The 
quiver of the ship w hich necessarily fol­ 
lows such rapid m ovem ent of m achinery 
was also com paratively slight, and there 
was a m arked difference betw een the San 
Francisco and the Charleston in this re­ 
spect. 
The first four m iles of the course was run 
over in a little m ore than twelve m inutes— 
alm ost a tw enty-knot pace. 
T his rate of 
speed was m aintained during the whole 
run of forty m iles, and after a run of two 
hours one m inute aDd thirteen seconds the 
cruiser crossed the northw estern line—a 
m inute and a fraction being the trifiiDg 
tim e that prevented her from m aking the 
w hole distance at a tw enty-knot rate. 
On the trip up the channel the engine 
had an average of from 126 to 129 revolu­ 
tions, but as soon as the cruiser turned the 
large circle w ithout dim inishing her speed 
and had struck into her course again, fif­ 
teen m inutes later, she was im m ediately 
forced a little m ore, and at one tim e a 
m axim um of 131 revolutions was reached 
and the vessel was driven through the water 
a t a rate of speed probably exceeding an y ­ 
thing w ithin the experience of any one on 
b o ard.. C om paratively little sm oke poured 
from her funnels, h ut a cloud of cinders 
cam e down on the decks and through the 
hatchw ays 
T he cruiser seem ed to be striving hard 
for a tw enty-knot rate, and there was 
m uch excitem ent aboard her in conse­ 
quence. 
B ut at this lim e the accident h ap ­ 
pened w hich m ade it necessary to stop one 
of the fans, and several m inutes elapsed 
before the ship again regained h er greatest 
speed. 
' The cruiser reached the end of h er 
course a m om ent after 12 o’clock, an d as 
she crossed the line a terrific blast bnrst 
from her fog 9iren and a ringing cheer 
cam e up the fire-room and engine-room 
batches from the m en who had done their 
best for four long hours to w in a victory 
for the San Francisco. 
T he cruiser proceeded on the sam e conrse 
for half an hour, u n til the superfluous 
steam could be worked off, and then re­ 
turned slow ly to 
Santa 
B arbara 
and 
anchored about h alf a m ile off the shore. 
T he actual tim e consum ed in m aking 
th e eighty nautical m iles, not including 
the tu rn in g tim e at the farther end of the 
course, was four hours, five m inutes and 
tiftv-seven seconds, being only six m inutes 
over the tim e w hich w ould have given her 
a tw enty-knot record. 
The actual speed 
averaged during the run of eighty m iles 
was 19.516—being 16 100of a knot less than 
the record of the Philadelphia. 
W hen the result of the trial was a n ­ 
nounced there was general congratulation 
aboard the crniser. 
D aring the entire run, 
w ith the exception of the trifling accident 
already m entioned, there was not a slip in 
any part of the m achinery, an d the fire- 
room s and engine-room s were com para­ 
tively comfortable. 
T he trial course lay from a h a lf m ile to 
three m iles off shore, and the greatest in ­ 
terest was taken in the trial, particularly in 
th e viciuity of Santa 
Barbara, w here 
crowds of people stood on the pier and 
lined the beach, w atching th e vessel pass 
by- 
T he San Francisco w ill rem ain at an ­ 
chor here until to-m orrow m orning, w hen 
she w ill start north, arriving in 8au F ra n ­ 
cisco by F riday m orning.

No one desires the patentee to be deprived 
of just, even rich reward for his discovery. 
But the telephone has become such a busi­ 
ness necessity that theie has arisen a pub­ 
lic right to be served by it with economy. 
While the main pátents have but a year 
more to run, there are side patents that 
will cover the instruments now in use for 
many years. Moreover, the service is so 
well established, with its exchanges, its 
wires up, and its system under thorough 
discipline, that it has a powerful advant­ 
age and cannot easily be competed with. 
It is therefore all the more important that 
the charges for the use of the telephone 
should be materially reduced. The break­ 
ing of the ice in the United States Senate 
on this subject will have the effect of 
quickening expression upon it throughout 
the country, and out of that may come 
reform. 
THE SCHOOL ISSUE 
Governor Hoard, 


POND AS A PENOLOGIST. 
It is any ea-y task to make a great Gov­ 
ernor out of an untried man. All you 
jave to do is to allege faults and abuses in 
the existing administration, and then in­ 
quire: “Does any man think that if his 
proposed Excellency succeeds in becoming 
Governor, he will tolerate these things?” 
In this way, a candidate for the office may 
play the role of reformer of every con­ 
ceivable abuse. The Examiner is trying 
this cheap dodge in favor of Christopher 
A. Pond, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor. It says: “If E. B. Pond were 
Governor, does anybody suppose that the 
scandals at San Quentin would be toler­ 
ated ?” Now it is a notorious fact that the 
man who will own Christopher A. Pond, 
when he is elected Governor, has been a 
party to the scandals at San Quentin. Has 
the Examiner forgotten the letters of War­ 
den McComb? Were] not those letters 
redolent with political bossism, in which 
E. B. Buckley took a conspicuous part ? 
The dealing in patronage, securing to him- 
relf a percentage of all governmental 
patronage, is one of Backley’s favorite 
methods. 
When Christopher E. B. Pond Buckley 
becomes Govemer of California, does any­ 
body suppose that they will have any more 
sensitiveness as to the scandals at San 
Quentin after that event than they have 
hail heretofore ? When in the history ef 
this State did Christopher E. B. Pond 
Buckley ever object to scandals? He is in 
receipt to-day of a portion, in some in­ 
stances a large portion, of the salary 
of every man, whom he has helped 
to office, and this extends even to 
State officers. At the organization of the 
last Legislature Mr. Buckley named so 
many attaches that each particular Sena­ 
tor could have l¡een provided with a pri­ 
vate Secretary and a personal bodyguard 
from the host. When they were drawn 
up before President White to take the 
official oath of their position, Mr. White 
said, with grim humor, looking down the 
long line, “Are you all here ?” Does any­ 
body suppose that the man who planned 
this species of raid upon the public treas­ 
ury, and who will make Mr. Pond Gov­ 
ernor, if he becomes Governor at all, will 
be more moderate in his demands here­ 
after merely out of consideration for Mr. 
Pond ? 
But to recur to the Examiner's question. 
The fault with San Qaentin is that it is 
run by a politician. It is under the con­ 
trol of men who make politics a trade. It 
is in the hands of professional place-hunt- 
ters, and when Pond is elected Governor 
he will he under like control. His elec­ 
tion will be an irretrievable misfortune to 
the people of California. The prisons, 
the asylums and every department of 
Government will be in the hands of cor­ 
morants, men who look upon the Ameri­ 
can system of government as simply 
affording an opportunity for the vicious 
and the cunning to live without legitimate 
industrv. 
TELEPHONE CHARGES. 
The Government offices at Washington 
use and pay rental for two hundred tele­ 
phones. In the .Senate last week, Mr. 
Morgan moved an amendment to the ap­ 
propriation bill providing that hereafter 
no more than §30 a year shall be paid for 
the rental of any one oí the telephones re- 
fered to.

of Wisconsin, made 
the gallant stand in defense of the Ben­ 
nett school law that so roused the ire of 
the Poles, Germans and others who ob­ 
jected to English being taught in the 
schools, as a prerequisite to recognition as 
schools. Governor Hoard has just been 
renominated by acclamation by the Re­ 
publican State Convention. This is an 
indorsement that insures his re-election. 
To put at rest all possible doubts about 
the wisdom of the Bennett law, the Con­ 
vention passed resolutions favoring its 
amendment so as not to require a child 
to attend in the district in which it re­ 
sides. That is right action; so long as the 
child spends ten weeks in the year in 
school, it is immaterial into what district 
lie goes. This amendment will remove 
one cause of complaint made against the 
law. 
The Convention did more, however. 
After pronouncing anew loyalty to the 
vital principle of the law, it declared that 
it recognized parochial and private schools 
as valuable educational agencies, and it 
then proceeded, in emphatic language, to 
disclaim any purpose “to interfere in any 
manner with such schools, their terms, 
their government, or as to what branches 
shall be taught therein.” The Conven­ 
tion also added this declaration: 
We are unalterably onprsed to any union of 
church and State, and will resist any attempt 
upon the part of either to invade the domain of 
the other. We repudiate as a gross misrepre­ 
sentation of our purposes the suggestion, come 
whence it may, that we will in any manner in­ 
vade the domain of conscience, trample upon 
parental rights or religious liberty. Our only 
purpose in respect to the educational policy of 
the State is to secure to all children within its 
borders, at the earliest practicable age, proper 
equipment for the discharge of the ordinary 
duties of citizenship, and to this end, alike im­ 
portant to the State, to the children and to the 
parents of the children, we invite the co-opera­ 
tion and aid of all broad-minded and patriotic 
I>eople. 
This puts the Democratic party in Wis­ 
consin, as also in Illinois, where the issue 
is the same, to a crucial test of its sin­ 
cerity,when it declares that it is the friend 
of the common school system, and the edu­ 
cation of the youth of the land in the 
English tongue. The Democrats must 
meet this issue squarely, and the indica­ 
tions are that they will maintain their 
antagonism to the law. If they do not 
the foreign and church vote will leave 
them. Yet if they do declare renewal of 
the antagonism of last spring and winter, 
they will lose a large and respectable mi­ 
nority of their own faith who will not 
submit to the dictation of the priests in 
this matter. 


The Los Angeles Herald says Judge 
Stanly, Democratic nominee for Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court, is a jurist “of 
great eminence and loDg experience on 
the bench.” We would not detract one 
iota from the legal character of Judge 
Stanly, hut the people should not lie mis­ 
led—should not be deceived into voting 
for the Judge by the belief that he has 
had long experience upon the bench or 
achieved there great eminence.

HAS BEEN SEEN ON THE LAND, 
Where it seems to be as much at home as 
in the water. Those who saw it in the 
water say that it is over forty feet in length 
and fully seven feet in diameter near the 
center of its body. It has a great flat head 
and a pair of jaws that, when distended, 
could with ease admit a full-grown man. 
Those who saw it in the water describe it 
as being a very rapid swimmer, carrying 
his head at times about eight feet above 
the surface of the water. 
"The serpent was last seen about a week 
ago ou the land, a short distance from the 
Spanish ranch. Those who saw it then do 
not believe that it is over thirty feet in 
length, but aside from this their descrip­ 
tion ot it is the same as that given by the 
others. It doesn’t appear to have any fins, 
or wing-like appendages like the sea-ser­ 
pents we read about, but is more like a 
giant eel. except that it has a terrible look­ 
ing head.” 
‘ How do the people up there account for 
its appearance in their locality?'’ asked the 
reporter. 
"Well, there ore many theories, but the 
one most generally accepted is that it came 
up the river—possibly from the ocean— 
during the high water, and got over into 
the overflow.” 
LYON* WAS SCARED. 
Mr. Williams, continuing, said a neigh­ 
bor of his named Lyons, while out looking 
for some stock, came upon the tracks of 
the serpent. He followed it for fully half 
a mile, when he was seized with a premo­ 
nition that he was getting too close to the 
reptile, and hastily "dug out.” 
¡Several parties have been made up, said 
Mr. Williams, to capture the monster, but 
when the time came to start out they all 
backed out. One man. however, a profes­ 
sional hunter named Pete St. Clair, who 
has the reputation in that neighborhood of 
being a dare-devil, started out a day or two 
ago accompanied by another man, with the 
intention ot killing the serpent. They 
were armed with large bore Winchesters, 
and were confident of success. Mr. Will­ 
iams is of the opinion, though, that they 
would have been better fixed had they 
wheeled a cannon along with them, or pro­ 
vided themselves with whalers’ dynamite 
harpoons. 
WILL ST. CLAIR SUCCEED? 
“St. Clair is a pretty brave fellow,” said 
Mr. Williams, “but I think he has tackled 
a tough job this time. He says he will 
camp on the enemy’s trail until he lands 
him. He thinks his fortune will be made 
if he can succeed in capturing this monster, 
dead or 'alive, and I’ve no doubt such 
would be the case.” 
"Has the moDsIer been doing any damage 
in the vicinity?” asked the reporter. 
“Yes—at least it is attributed to him. 
You see there are a great ntaoy sheep up 
there, and as a number of them have 
turned up missing lately, I’ve no doubt the 
serpent is responsible. The people, how­ 
ever, are not so much concerned about their 
stock as they are for their own safety. Yon 
don’t see any more fishing around there in 
the lakes—particularly in Bartweli Lake, 
where they think the serpent has now lo­ 
cated himself. But everybody is now wait­ 
ing anxiously for news front St. Clair. 
While many of them are confident of his 
ability to kill the serpent, the majority of 
them—more particularly those who have 
seen it—believe that if he runs across the 
serpent, he will never come back alive." 
Query—Has this sea serpent ever been 
heard to bark, or have the good people of 
Pleasant Grove seen anything of the sea 
lion that escaped from here some months 
ago?

Interesting Relics. 
A rusty musket and an ancient silver 
watch were found at the bottom of the 
Merrimac river a few days ago which sug­ 
gest an interesting history. The musket 
was broken at the grip and otherwise 
showed marks of damage. The hammer 
was down and there was no bullet inside. 
The watch is the more interesting relic of 
the two; its exterior and interior are finely 
engraved, but only the latter can be seen, 
as the action of the water has worn awav 
most of the outer engraving. It is a hunt­ 
ing scene, showing an Indian on snow- 
shoes armed with a knife and a hatchet 
awaiting the charge of a moose that has 
turned at bay. The inside of the outer 
case bears this inscription : Presented to 
Joshua Armstrong on his 21st birthday by 
his loving mother, Prudence Armstrong, 
April 10, 1620.” The inscription of the 
maker is as follows: “John Bowles, As­ 
trologer to his Majesty, 198 Threadneedle 
street, London.” The discovery has given 
rise to many speculations; it is possible 
the place was the scene ol a tragedy, as it 
was a famous stamping-ground of the In­ 
dians, and is near where they buried their 
dead and the squaws cultivated maize. 
The dates show that the watch might have 
been on the spot when the Indians held 
the land, and the action of the water upon 
it indicates that it has laid at the bottom 
of the river for many generations.—Spring­ 
field Republican.

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DRAINAGE CANAL. 


OF LITTLE USE TO THE CITY, AND A 
NUISANCE ELSEWHERE. 


Result ot the Official Inspection Yester- 
terday—The Canal W ill Probably 
Be Opened Up. 


The City Trustees and County Super­ 
visors inspected the drainage canal yester­ 
day for its entire length, in order to ascer­ 
tain its condition. The canal commences 
at Y street and ends within a short distance 
of Snodgrass Slough, which has its source 
just below the Pierson District, between 
H ollister’s ranch and W alnut Grove. The 
drainage canal is about thirty nailes long 
and runs through the Sutterville, Munger, 
Beech and Blum lakes, and empties into 
the tale swamp about a quarter of a mile 
from Snodgrass Slough. 
The party, consisting of Trustees Comstock, 
McLaughlin and Wolf, City Engineer Pier­ 
son, Supervisors Ross, Greer, Tebbets and 
Bates, Colonel McNassar, T. B. Lovdal and 
a R ecokd-Union reporter, separated, the 
Supervisors going by the Freeport road and 
the remainder of the party bv the River­ 
side road, crossing at Sutterville and join­ 
ing the others on the Freeport road. The 
first examination of the caDal was made 
where the road crosses it between the 
Riverside and Freeport roads near Sutter­ 
ville. There was no channel there at all, 
merely a mass ot tule and weeds growing 
and checking the flow of the water so that 
it had become stagnant. 
The next stop was made at the point 
where the canal crosses the road a short 
distance this side of Freeport, and which 
leads to the “Pocket.” 
H ere the water 
nnder the bridge was found to be five feet 
deep, but only a short distance away the 
flag-tule had grown up so thickly that there 
could be no current. 
“There’s a piece of land,” remarked Mr. 
Lovdal, pointing to a ranch on the west 
side of the canal, “ that was planted to corn 
last year, hut look at it now.” 
The land referred to was covered with 
stagnant water, and the owner, Mr. Cole­ 
man, who was near by, said the overflow 
was all caused by the drainage canal. It 
was compelled to carry about ten times as 
m uch water as it should have had to carry, 
and if the city and couDty officials would 
look im o the situation more closely they 
would find that the little canal was actual­ 
ly trying to drain miles of farm land, be­ 
side carrying oil Sacramento city’s sewage. 
Mr. Lovdal said that every farmer in 
Sacramento county as far east as White 
Rock end thereabouts, was really draining 
his laud by means of the canal, which was 
intended only for the benefit of Sacra­ 
mento. The water from the lands adjoin- 
iag the Freeport road, on both sides, was 
conveyed indirectly into the drainage canal 
—first by being run into Willow slough, 
and thence into the canal, and there was 
little wonder that the lands in the Pocket 
and elsewhere were beiDg ruined. 
Colonel McNassar vouched for the state­ 
m ent that there was not a land owner in 
the Pocket, between the river and Free­ 
port road, who was not injured by the over­ 
flow water of the canal last winter. Out of 
7.000 acres of the richest land in the State, 
6.000 acres were rendered useless. 
Not 
alone this, but in sum mer—the canal beiug 
choked up—the water became stagnant, and 
the death-rate in the vicinity was alarming 
last year. Those who drive out the River­ 
side road of evenings would bear out his 
statement that the foul odor arising from 
the canal was at times almost unbearable. 
After the party had seen the little chan­ 
nel about eight feet wide, through which 
all of Sacramento’s drainage, and that of all 
the surrounding country, was supposed to 
flow, they proceeded to Freeport, where 
they were joined by Robert Gurley, W m. 
Curtis and George 
Hack, 
well-known 
farmers 
in 
the 
district. 
From 
there 
the 
party 
proceeded 
down 
the river road to Senator William John­ 
ston’s place, where he and Joseph Sims 
joined the party, which continued down to 
the cross-road over the Pierson District, on 
Dwight Hollister's ranch. 
A drive Qf 
over three miles brought the inspecting 
party to their stopping-place, the large 
flood-gate built in the caual to keep back 
the tide-water from Snodgrass 
slough. 
The slough itself was some distance from 
the spot, but the ground was wet, and no 
further progress could be made. One of 
the flood-gates was found partly open, and 
a swift current of water was 
flowing 
through it, showing that the tide was out. 
The canal at this point was about twenty- 
five feet wide, and a few hundred yards 
from the gate it emptied into the swamp, 
leaving the water to find its way to the 
slough as beat it could. The depth of the 
canal was about four feet. 
After talking over the situation for some 
tim e the unanim ous opinion expressed by 
the partv was that first of all there should 
be a channel made directly from the 
m outh of the canal to Snodgrass slough, 
and it was also tbe sentiment that the 
canal was not near large enough to do the 
work required of it. It was agreed that 
dredging it in a systematic manner, from 
one end to the other, was the only way to 
render the canal of any use. 
Supervisor Bates said he could build a 
first-ciass dredger for $7,000 and with six 
men could run it night and day at a very 
reasonable cost. W orking constantly it 
would take at least two years to do tbe 
work properly. “If you folks will appro­ 
priate $15,000 lor the first year, and what­ 
ever more is necessary the second,” said 
he, “I’ll build my own dredger and bet 
$100 that I'll be within a stone's throw of 
Sacramento inside of two years, and have 
completed the dredging of as pretty a canal 
as you would want.” 
Supervisor Greer said he knew positively 
that there would be but five miles of heavy 
cutting to be done on the w hol^canal. 
It 
ought to be made tortv feet wide, and tbe 
work ought to be begun at Snodgrass 
slough. The dredger should be kept work­ 
ing up continually until tbe canal was 
completed. 
W hen it came to a lake, it could sail over 
and commence working immediately on 
the other side. The city was as much, if 
not to a greater extent, interested in the 
m atter than the county. She bad no right 
to dum p her sewage over the Y-street 
levee and permit it to ruin valuable farms. 
The Supervisors were willing to bear one- 
half tbe expense, and the city should cer­ 
tainly not object to paying the balance of 
the money needed to carry out so im port­ 
ant an enterprise. 
It was a greater under­ 
taking, in his estimation, than had ever be­ 
fore beeD considered by the Trustees or 
Supervisors of Sacramento. 
Supervisor Tebbets said tbe matter stood 
just this way with him: He favored tbe 
scheme, but wanted to know how much 
money the ranchers who would be bene­ 
fited by dredging the canal would contrib­ 
ute. The Supervisors were willing to pay 
one-half the expense, and with wbat 
would be contributed by outsiders the city 
could not object to bearing the remainder 
of the expense. It would cost a great deal, 
but an appropriation of a few thousand 
dollars now and tbeD would not be missed. 
The first step, however, ought to be made by 
tbe farmers along tbe canal. They ought 
to agree on contributing a certain amount, 
and then anbmit their proposal to the Trus­ 
tees and Supervis rs. 
Senator Johnston ssid he would be only 
too glad to contribute liberally toward the 
enterprise: nevertheless, he thought the 
farmers ought not to be asked to pay any 
portion of the expense. They paid a heavy 
tax into tbe County Treasury, and ought 
not to be made to pay for the removal of 
an injury inflicted on their lands by other 
parties. 
Trustee McLaughlin was in favor of the 
dredging scheme, as were also tbe Mayor 
and Trustee Wolf. They wanted the entire 
m atter laid befvire them and the Supervis­ 
ors, and agreed upon a conference of the 
two bodies at an early date. 
Atter the party had eaten a hearty lunch, 
provided by Colonel McNasser, they drove 
back to Senator Johnston’s farm, where the 
horses were fed and rested. The Senator 
invited everybody into his house, and for 
an hour or more the party were royally 
entertained by Mrs. Johnston and her two 
amiable daughters. 
The trip back to tbe city was made in 
two hours, tbe party arriving at 6 o’clock. 


PROBATE MATTERS.

OBJECT LESSONS. 


Signal Service Idstruinentx Tliat W ill be 
Shown at the Coming Fair. 
For the first time since the establishment 
of the United States Signal Office in this 
city (in 1877) there will be a display at the 
coming State Fair of the different instru­ 
ments that are used on this station, as well 
as some that are used on other and more 
im por.ant stations. The latter are now on 
their way from W ashington, D. C. 
There will be a self-registering apparatus, 
giving the velocity of the wind and the 
direction from which each mile is blown. 
There will be a self-registering long-range 
thermometer, which registers constantly 
the air temperature; m axim um and mini­ 
m um self-registering thermometers, which 
show the highest and lowest temperature 
in twenty-four hours: a wet and a dry 
thermometer, by which the dew-point and 
the relative hum idity of tfie atmosphere is 
obtained. 
• 
There will be shown, also, the different 
flags, in their various positions, that are 
used in showing what the forthcoming 
weather will be in the next twenty-four 
hours. These show the kind and m anner 
of use of those flags on the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts, and also on the Great Lakes; 
also those that are used along the Pacific 
coast and in the interior. 
Either Sergeant Barwick or his able 
assistant, Mr. Kendall, Chief Operator of 
the Western Union Telegraph Office, will 
be on baud each evening to explain, as far 
as possible, the workings ot the different 
instruments. 
There will be shown, twice a day, bulle­ 
tins of Ihe weather, explaining the various 
atmospheric phases along the Pacific coast, 
and once daily east to Chicago, and many 
other interesting features, among them 
being an electric alarm-clock to keep Ob­ 
servers from oversleeping themselves. 


AGAIN STOOD UP. 


The Baseball Scorer Once More the Vic­ 
tim of a Footpad. 
W ill H. Young is having considerable 
experience, for a young man, with gar­ 
rotera. One night last winter a couple of 
footpads stopped him on Seventh street, 
near N, and he only escaped them by doing 
some tall running. Night before last he 
was going up O street, about 9 o’clock, and 
when in the vicinity of Thirteenth street a 
man sprang out from behind a tree and 
grabbed him by the throat, his purpose be­ 
ing, of course, robbery. 
The intended victim is not only young, 
but of slight build, still he showed fight, 
and managed to draw his piBtol. At the 
sight of the weapon the garrotter broke bis 
holt and got away 
The only mistake 
Y’oung made was not shooting the scoun­ 
drel on the spot. 
A lew minutes before Young was stop­ 
ped, a man answering the description of 
his assailant approached three youths who 
were standing on the corner of Sixteenth 
and O streets and asked for a cigarette.

THAT IS WHAT THE STATE FAIR NOW 
PROMISES TO BE. 


A Round of A ttractions Lasting Two 
W eeks—Proposed Changes In 
T rotting Races. 


Secretary Sm ith of the State Board 
of Agriculture returned on Monday night 
from 
his 
visit 
to San Francisco in 
the interest 
of 
the 
State Fair, and 
when seen by a R ecoed-Uhion reporter 
yesterday he was in excellent spirits over 
the prospects for the comiDg State exhibit. 
H e said there would be more exhibitors 
from San Francisco than for many years 
past, and not only that, but several Eastern 
m anufacturing firms had applied for space. 
The feeling is growing among the proprie­ 
tors of factories at the Bay that the State 
Fair offers them far greater advantages than 
can be had at any local exhibition. Sacra­ 
mento is centrally located, and is connected 
with so m any parts oi the State by railroad 
that it is by far the better place to reach in­ 
terior merchants and consumers. 
The work of preparing the Pavilion for 
the reception of exhibits, which will com­ 
mence to pour in after this week, is well 
nnder way.’ Men are at work cleansing the 
several wings and galleries, and George 
Boyne, the decorator, is putting up the 
flags and banners that are to beautify the 
walls and balconies with their bright col­ 
ors. 
The large and finely-painted wall can­ 
vas that was such a striking feature of the 
WeiDStock & Lubin play-ground last year, 
has been secured by the society for the in­ 
terior embellishment of the pavilion, and 
will be used on the end walls of the wings. 
These paintiDgs—as all are aware who saw 
them at the last fair—are finely executed, 
and when placed ou the pavilion walls add 
greatly to their appearance. 
Several local exhibitors, who purpose 
making large displays, already have their 
work well under way. 
The Huntington- 
Hopkins Company has erected a light­ 
house tower some thirty feet in hight, and 
is adding a corrugated sheet iron house at 
its base. Schaw, Ingram, Batcher & Co. 
are erecting near by in the center of the 
main ball, and west of the music stand, a 
good-sized house. 
These structures will 
be utilized by the firms erecting them to 
display their various lines of wares. Near 
by these structures the firm of Ingram & 
Co. is erecting a large circular tower for a 
similar purpose. These all promise to be 
striking features of the display on the 
main fioor. 
County exhibits will also be features of tbe 
exhibition, although some ot those which 
have in years past secured first prizes are 
not expected to compete, as counties, this 
year. W hat is lost in this way, however, 
will be more than made up by an increased 
num ber of individual exhibits of agricult­ 
ural, horticultural and other products, so 
that this department of the fair will be 
fully as attractive, if not more so, than here­ 
tofore. 
W ord has been received from Norton 
Bush, Superintendent of the art depart­ 
ment—who has been in San Francisco for 
a couple of weeks looking up attractions 
therefore—that the display in that particu­ 
lar will be not only large but of UDuaual 
merit. H ehassecured several noted paint­ 
ings that have not heretofore been publicly 
exhibited. 
The applications for space at the pavilion 
have a'realy been so numerous as to insure 
a large and varied exhibit, and those who 
delay many days later in securing space 
will find it a difficult m atter to be accom­ 
modated. 
The outlook for the Park display was 
never so promising in the history of the 
Society. The applications for stali-room 
alreaay numbers upward of one thousand, 
which insures an aggregation of horses 
and cattle that, in point of numbers, would 
do credit to any State. To meet the de­ 
mands of exhibitors more accommoda­ 
tions have had to be provided, including a 
new building with forty-eight stalls for 
fine cattle. 
The yearly increase in en­ 
tries of live stock for exhibition and com­ 
petition for the liberal premiums offered by 
the Society, convince the Directors that 
the space and accommodations at their 
command will soon have to be materially 
enlarged. Even now, there would be more 
live stock shown if there were accommoda­ 
tions for them. 
More attention has been paid this year 
to the matter of outside attractions than 
heretofore. Beginning on Friday of the 
first week, there will be special attractions 
of some sort at the Park on each morniDg 
during the remainder of the fair. 
On that 
day will take place the preliminary compe­ 
tition among the lady equestrians. The 
prizes to be awarded in tbis competition 
will amount to $300. They will be awarded 
for graceful riding, but there will be a 
special prize of $50 for skillful and expert 
horsemanship. Tfie tournam ent will be 
under the supervision of Director H an­ 
cock, and the prizes will be as follows: 
First prize, $60; second prize, $45; third 
prize, $35; fourth prize, $25; fifth prize, $20; 
sixth prize, $15. 
For misses of 16 years and under—First 
prize. $30; second prize, $25; third prize, 
$20; fourth prize, $15; fifth prize, $10. Any 
prizes contributed by individuals will be 
added. 
On Saturday of the first week there will 
be a grand stock parade, which is expected 
to eclipse anything of the kind ever wit­ 
nessed west of the Missouri river. 
Ou Monday of the second week there 
will be an exhibition of horsemanship by 
the best vaqueros—commonly known as 
“cowboys’ —to be found on the great cattle 
ranches of the San Joaquin valley. A r­ 
rangements have been made to secure a 
num ber of the wildest broncos that roam 
the plains and hills of the northern part of 
the Slate and Southern Oregon. To new­ 
comers from the East, who have never wit­ 
nessed an exhibition of this kind, it will 
prove a very interesting feature. 
The second stock parade will take place 
on Tuesday, and the following day has 
been set apart for the athletic sports. 
The 
competitors will be amateurs—members of 
the several athletic clubs in the State, and 
all gentlemen who have no affiliation with 
professional athletes. The num ber of par­ 
ticipants will be very large. 
On Thursday there will be tbe third 
stock parade, and Friday will witness the 
conclusion of the ladies' tournament. 
On Saturday, the last dav of the fair, the 
final stock parade will take place, and tbe 
winners of prem ium s will be known by 
their ribbons. 
The Directors are considering also the 
advisability of arranging for a lawn tennis 
tournam ent in the new asphalt court re­ 
cently laid adjoining the Pavilion. 
The special feature of the second week 
of the fair will be the engagement of Lib- 
erati’s famous band of fifty musicians, rec­ 
ognized a9 one of the greatest musical com­ 
binations in the world. Tbis band has 
been recently making a tour of the East­ 
ern and Middle States and is now moving 
toward this coast to fill its engagement 
with the State Agricultural Board. Every 
member of the band is said to be a star 
soloist, and at their head stands Signor 
Liberal! himself, who raDks with the most 
celebrated of the world's cornetists. The 
band will perform at the Pavilion every 
evening during the second week of the 
fair. 
There is every prospect that the races 
this year will exceed in interest those of 
any preceding fair. The entries are more 
numerous 
than ever 
before, and 
the 
district races are developing young trotters 
and runners of unusual merit. As the cir­ 
cuit progresses the horses are showing up 
remarkably well, and they will come to 
the State Fair in fine fettle for the work be­ 
fore them . 
Many young horses that went 
into the circuit at the opening of tbe sea­ 
son without reputations are likely to trot in 
less than 2:20 at the Slate Fair races. And 
there are so many of real merit that such a 
thing as a walk-over in any race is out of 
the question, while one-9ided contests will 
be very rare. 
The Directors, in order to add to the in­ 
terest of each regular event, have about 
decided to make a couple of changes—at a 
meeting to be held in a few days—in the 
programme as it now stands. It is likely 
that the 2:22 and 2:28 classes will both be 
declared off, and in their stead purses 
offered for 2:18 and 2:23 horses. These 
changes are deemed advisable for the rea­ 
son that since the trotting circuit opened 
several horses have developed speed that 
places them inside the 2:20 mark, although 
they are entered in much slower classes for 
the State Fair races. A purse for the 2:18 
class would, it is understood, bring to tbe 
front such horses as Direct, Margaret S., 
Sister V., Benry Me , Vic H., Silas Skin­ 
ner, Maggie E. and Palo Alto’s Ladyweil. 
It is believed, also, that many owners 
would enter in the 2:23 class horses that 
now figure in the 2 30 and even slower 
classes. These changes are in the power of 
tbe Directors. Inasmuch as the entries in 
the 2:22 and 2:28 classes are less than the

Through the columns of the Fresno Ex­ 
positor we learn how the agent of the Singer 
Sewing Machine Company induces the 
housewives of Fresno and vicinity to trade 
away all other machines for the Singer.

FED TOO MANY. 


Discrepancies Developed by the 
New 
Indian Census. 
W ashington, August li7th.—The Indian 
Bureau recently received the report of A. 
T . Lea, who has been engaged in taking 
the census of the Sioux tribe of Indians. 
H e completed the count of Indians on 
the Rosebnd agency, in South Dakota, and 
finds there are 5.Í6G men, women and 
children located there. 
As the Indian 
Office for the past several years has been 
distributing rations at the agency on a basis 
of a population of 7,500, natnraliy inquiry 
arose as to wbat had become of the other 
2,354 Indians and their rations. 
This question was put to Indian Agent 
W right, who reported at the end of each 
quarter the num ber who drew rations, and 
in reply he asked to be allowed to take the 
enumeration himself. On his enumeration 
tn ly 125 more Indians were found than in 
the last count. 
He thereupon accounted 
for the discrepancy by stating that the epi­ 
demic among the Indians last year had 
taken off a large number. 
The agency physician, however, reports 
only nineteen deaths during the year. An 
Investigation will be had. 


O ar Postofilces. 
W ashington, August 27th.—The Califor­ 
nia delegation has become tired of the de­ 
lay of the Postoffice and Treasury Depart­ 
m ents in acting upon the 8an Francisco 
and Sacramento Postoffices. 
During tbe last few days Senator Hearst 
has been actively engaged in visiting the 
Departm ents and urging tbe necessity of 
im mediate action. Clarkson has promised 
to push matters without farther delay. 
H e explained to Senator Hearst that the 
absence of tbe Posimaster-General and 
Secretary W indom, and others in authority, 
have greatly retarded tbe matter, but he 
(Clarkson) has been carefully considering 
the San Francisco Postoffice site, ana is 
only awaiting action by those higher in 
authority. 
Uncle Sam’s Exhibit. 
W ashington. August 27th.—In an in­ 
formal meetiDg of the members of the 
Board of Control and Management of the 
Government exhibit to be made at the 
W orld’s Columbian Exposition, to-day. an 
hour was spent in the examination of the 
law and in a comparison of views with re­ 
spect to the best methods of operation. It 
was determined first to have a formal meet­ 
ing for organization and to enter upon the 
active work and preparation next week, 
when it is expec ed that representatives of 
all branches of the Government will be 
present. 
The C harleston’s Movements. 
W ashington, August 27th.—Orders were 
to-day issued for the flagBhip Charleston, 
which has just arrived at Seattle, Wash., 
from Honolulu, to return immediately to 
tbe latter port to assist in protecting Amer­ 
ican interests ou the Hawaiian Islands. 
This action is based upon Acting Rear 
Admiral Brown’s report oo the serious as­ 
pect of affairs in Hawaii at the time ol his 
departure for this country. 
M o rro w M eans I t. 
W ashington, Auzuat 27th.—Mr. Mor­ 
row has received numerous telegrams trom 
Sau Francisco entreating him to recon­ 
sider his determination of retiring from 
Congress, but it is likely that he will stick 
to his announced intention as stated yes­ 
terday exclusively by the California Asso­ 
ciated Press. ______ 


CON G K E-iSIO N A L. 


IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, August 27th.—In the Senate the 
resolution heretofore offered by Plumb, instruct­ 
ing the Committee on Rules to issue orders to 
prevent the sale of liquors in the Senaie wing of 
tbe Capitol, was taken up 
Butler’s amendment. Directing the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to make a daily inspection of the com­ 
mittee rooms and other apartments, was re­ 
jected. 
The next question was on the amendment of­ 
fered by Blair to the words, “and their use as 
beverage.’’ 
Blair said that the real evil was the consump­ 
tion of liquor by Senators in the committee 
rooms- 
This charge was com bate.1 by Teller, Sherman 
and others who coutended that the Senate was 
a temperate body. 
The resolution and amendment were referred 
to the Committee on Rales. 
The tariff bill was then taken op, the question 
being on the substitute offered by McPherson 
yeste d ly fur Schedule D. “wood and manufact­ 
ures o! wood.” 
IN T H E HOUSE. 
W a s h in g t o n . August 27ih — A'heu the House 
met this morning the opponents of the lard bill. 
led by Mas n ot Illinois, at once began filibu.v 
tering, and the feeling which developed led to 
a personal affray this afternoon between Repre­ 
sentative Beckwith of New Jersey and Repre­ 
sentative Wils n of Washington. 
The roll was being called upon the ruling by 
Speaker Reed respecting tbe calling to order of 
Representative Cannon ot Illinois by Represent­ 
ative Enloc of Tennessee lor words spoken in 
debate 
Representative Mason was criticising Cannon 
for the tone of the remark to which Enloe ob­ 
jected. 
Between them sat Representatives Beckwith 
and Wilson, on either side of Representative 
Lehibach. They all took pan sotto voce in the 
controversy, when suddenly Wilson and Beck­ 
with were seen to rise, and the former struck at 
the latter, touching him lightly on the breast. 
Lchlbach sprang between them and Wilson 
was unable to reach around him, while Repre­ 
sentative Williams of Ohio auxious to stop the 
affray, seised Beckwith irom behind and iorced 
Me. to his seat with considerable vigor. 
At this Beckwith turned his attention to the 
supposed asssilaut in the rear, and it required 
the efforts of two or three Republicans to pre­ 
vent a collision. 
Williams at last succeeded in assuring Beck­ 
with that he had do hostile intentions, and the 
latter resumed his seat. 
The incident was over in a few seconds and 
added but little to the excitement then existing 
on the floor, but it was the occasion for jeering 
and laughter among the Democrats who wit­ 
nessed it. 
The eagle and mace of the Sergeant at-Arms 
were hu riedly home to the scene of the con­ 
flict. and at its appearauee all were quiet. 
Wilson said afterwards. 111 explanation of the 
difficulty, that Beckwith had applied a most 
off. nsive epithet to him, and on the spur of the 
moment he bad struck him. 
McAdoo attacked Cannon's resolution bit­ 
terly. What right had the latter to indict his 
peers and hold them up to the country a« leav­ 
ing the hall for the purpose of evading responsi­ 
bility? After ridiculing Cannon s statesman 
ship and nistorical knowledge, he cast his store 
of ridicule upon Cannon’s love for the farmer. 
Cannon rose to reply. He admitted he was 
not a great sta’esman. and also admitted the 
superiority of the gentleman from New J rsey. 
Hi> friend abounded in one thing, and that was 
wind, 
and under pressure it went out.

There was instantly great confusion and dis­ 
order.
